Madison, Wia., Jan. 15.—I Special J— 
The legislature met in joint session at 
10:30 this morning, and listened to th* 
reeding of the governor’s message, which 
he delivered in e foil rich voice. He 
was warmly applauded when he appeared, 
and frequently during the delivery of bis 
message. 
Senator Green introduced a joint reso­ 
lution providing for redistricting the 
■tate into congressional, senate and as­ 
sembly districts, whiob lies over and be­ 
fore them. It is thought they will gerry­ 
mander the state out of a1! semblance 
of recognition. 
The legislature by joint resolution have 
adjourned nntil Tuesday, January 20, to 
permit Speaker Hogan to select his com­ 
mittee and to allow the members a re­ 
spite after their arduous duties of or­ 
ganisation . 
A synopsis of the governor’s message 
furnishes muoh interesting reading. It 
ii as follows: 


The Governor begins by congratulating the 
S tate on the completion of another biennial 
eriod and greets the Legislature w ith the 
ho£e th a t its work may be done well and be for 
the benefit of tho whole people. 
He calls a t­ 
tention to the election of a U nited S tates 
Senator 
at 
this 
session, 
and 
asks 
the selection of a man to represent the S tate 
In the upper House who shall be an honor to 
the commonwealth. He takes up three m atters 
of Im portance and discusses them at length— 
the B ennett law, the S tate-Treusury m atter 
and the Cooper law. 
The B ennett law is spoken of as the “com­ 
pulsory education law, passed at the last ses­ 
sion of the L egislature.” The Governor attacks 
It as interfering with religious practices, and 
deems it unw arranted by the condition of the 
children in the State. 
He believes W isconsin 
parents are not unmindful of the duty they 
owe their offspring, and he recommends the 
unconditional repeal of the law. The Governor 
tre a ts of the law as an infraction of parental 
rights, and says its repeal would be in the in­ 
terests of harmony and prevent w hat m ight 
lead to the persecution of our foreign popula­ 
tion. 
The treasury m atter is carefully reviewed. 
The Governor comments in severe term s upon 
the practice of S tate T reasurers wherein they 
have loaned out the S tate’s money and put the 
interest received from such deposits into their 
own pockets. He asks the Legislature to devise 
some law by which this money may be placed 
in banks w ithin the State, subject to the call of 
the State Treasurer, such banks to be designat­ 
ed as “special S tate depositories,” and to give 
sufficient security for the return of the funds. 
The Cooper law is praised as a wise measure, 
which will prove more effective in its scope if 
am endm ents are made which will secure three 
things: 
“ 1. The removal of the constitutional objec­ 
tion caused by making physical disability alone 
the privilege of having assistance at the polis, 
thus disfranchising many voters who can not 
read or write, but for a liberal interpretation 
to be ordered by S tate officers to get around 
this objection. 
“2. The provision whereby greater security 
of the ballot can be obtained after the returns 
are made to the county clerks. 
“3. The provision for a more evenly divided 
partisan representation among the election of­ 
ficers, with a view to preventing any possible 
fraud which might occur by reason of officers 
being all of one party in election precincts.” 
ThJ message takes up the reports of the va­ 
rious S tate officers, comm ents favorably upon 
the general condition of the S tate, of the peace 
that has reigned among the people, the pros­ 
perity of tho last two years; asks tho liberal 
■upport of the S tate m ilitia and State educa­ 
tional Institutions, Including the State univer 
■ity. The support of the State In agricultural 
matters Is asked.

W a s h in g t o n . Jan. 15.—The Senate on 
Wednesday, by a vote of 39 to 27, passed 
a substitute for the financial bill, which 
included an am endm ent providing for 
the free coinage of silver.

Ingalls (Kan.) began speaking on the 
financial bill. The follow ing is a synop­ 
sis of his rem arks: 
Two portentious things threaten the ex ist­ 
ence of our Republic, said he.

cated suffrage. 
It is intim idated and sup­

golden rule have no part In politics. The elec 
tions bill which has been’under consideration is 
only a partial and im perfect remedy for the 
evils it seeks to rectify. 
Violence is bad. but 
fraud is no better. 
The second evil which threatens the security. 
if it does slot endanger the existence of our 
Government, is the 
tyranny 
of 
combined, 
concentrated, 
centralized, 
conscienceless 
aud 
incorporated capital, and 
the 
people 
are considering this great 
problem 
now. 
They are shocked at tne injustice of modern so­ 
ciety. Hut they already realize that the ballot 
is not a panacea for the redress of social 
inequalities. 
One hundred years ago these 
social 
distinctions 
did not 
exist.

was then 
uniformly diffused. 
But modern 
civilization has subjugated the deserts and abol­

^cnrrcnces which 
attracted widespread attention. 
Acting 
under instructions, your correspondent 
readied this city five days ago, and has 
"lade a thorough, impartial, and ox- 
Iftistive investigation into tho matter; 
V.s talked with many, if not all, of the 
prominent 
citizens; 
has 
personally 
visited the post and conversed with a 
number of intelligent enlisted men; and, 
as a result of his painstaking observa­ 
tions, lie is enabled to send you the fol­ 
lowing account, f<T the absolute accu­ 
racy of every detail of which he Vouches 
unreservedly. 
“So far as the enlisted men are con­ 
cerned, tho people have no complaint to 
make. 
It is, indeed, tho contemplation 
of their wrongs and sufferings that has 
roused tho popular clamor against their 
aristocratic and overbearing taskmasters. 
[ Just why it is that the instant a young 
man escapes from the hotbed of flunkey- 
ism and snobbery’, West Point, and dons 
tho straps of a second lieutenant, lie 
should imagine that he owns the earth 
and that the nations should bow down to 
him, is something no intelligent min I 
can understand. 
But to become con­ 
vinced tliat it is so beyond peradventure,

They feel 
in the matter as the state bor rd does. 
In its report the committee insisted 
that the matter should be attended to 
! and a new building erected at once on 
I some site near a railroad. Bonds could 
I be issued sud the difference in tbe cost 
of beating the old and a Dew building 
would pay the interest on the bonds fir 
a new building. 
The present buildings 
are complained of as very bard to keep 
warm.
